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In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed May 19, 2004, please g 
consider the following remarks. In addition, Applicants respectfully request that the 
period for response to the Restriction Requirement be extended for a period of one 
month, up to and including July 19, 2004.

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(for a small entity), to Deposit Account 02-4377. A duplicate copy of this paper is 
enclosed. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect to pursue the 
claims of Group I, claims 1-9, drawn to methods of treating disorders characterized by 
increased cell proliferation using an agent that inhibits sialic acid-mediated attachment of 
mycoplasma to cells. This election is made without traverse, and without prejudice to the 
prosecution of the subject matter of non-elected claims in other patent applications. 

In response to the species election, Applicants elect species 2, methods 
which utilize trans-sialidase, again with traverse and without prejudice to the non-elected 
species. 

In addition, Applicants would bring to the Examiner'e attention that Dr. 
Schenkman, who had cloned trans-sialidase but did not participate in the invention of 
Group I involving methods of treatment, will be deleted as an inventor when the non- 
elected claims are cancelled. 
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
